French novelist, when he was 
recently elected to the French 
Acacemy, Was the younsest, but 
one, to be admitted into the 
company of the Porty lmmor- 
tals. Te was forty-eight years 
old. The man who took the rec- 
ord from him was Prerre Benoist, 
who at forty-seven became the 
“baby” member of the Academy. 

Being the last of five children, 
of a severely religious family, 
Mauriac’s education was confin- 
ed to the Jesuits, and the im- 
print of these austere and thor- 
ough educators has never left 
his mind and seems to dominate 
his work. His first work, pub- 
lished in 1909, was a book of 
poems, wu volume burning with 
such fervor that it drew the at- 
tention of Maurice Barres, the 
noted critic. Barres reviewed tne 
book so enthusiastically thet it 
served definitely to turn the 
young author to a life of letters. 

During the war Mauriac was 
exempted from the front line 
service, due to his health, and so 
he joined the medical corps and 
was uSsigned to a hospital at 
Salonica. It was during his ob- 
servations among the ill and dy- 
ing that Mauriac developed his 
peculiar psychological and piul- 
osophical doctrines, Which later 
assumed literary form. 

Mauriac is a merciless observ- 
er of fhe people of his own class 
and some of his portrayals «are 
among the well-to-do families of 
the Bordeaux region. He paints 
them always with due care to 
their place and station. Were it 
not for Mauriac’s strict Catholo- 
cism, his co-religionists might 
have severely reproached him 
for his portrayals of vice among 
his kin, although in his assumed 
complaisance toward sinning, he 
usually succeeds in an eventual 
and convincing denunciation. 

One of his typical philosoph- 
ical theories might be summed 
up in this excerpt from his writ- 
ings: “To flee from pain, to 
avoid one’s cross, not to under- 
stand—this is the occupation of 
mankind, but it is, kt the same 
time, to flee from ones’ self and 
to be lost.”

It is the worst 
sort of mistake for a woman to 
think that if all else fails she 
can go and work in somebody’s 
kitchen. Even if woman cannot 
cock and mold herself into a 
model of al! the domestic virtues 
overnight, she must serve an ap- 
prenticeship somewhere, and at 
someone's expense. If she does 
not have to pay to learn, why is 
it consistent for her to expect 
to be paid not only while learn- 
ing, but before she even starts.
